S put our ſaid koꝛmer Letters in due execution. Adding withall fo2 the better contentment of 
the Owners ofluch hoꝛſes lo appointed to ſerue in their turnes, that no man whatſocuer be ſuffred to runne 
oꝛ ride furcher then from one Stage to the next Stage without changing; And the rider to pay oꝛ ſatiſfic fo? 
the hire ol his hoꝛſe oꝛ hoꝛſes atozehand,and at the firſt deliuerp of them. And ik any ſhall herein diſobey oz 
contend, to ſignifie his name vnto vs. Requiring pou and euerp of you by the Coneſtables and other Otte 
cers to take note in wilting of the names of all men keeping hoꝛſes within the Townes, villages, and coun 
trey next adioyning to any Stage where the Poſts are placed, the better thereby to put in execution the true 
purpoſe and entent of our foꝛmer Letters foꝛ the pꝛeſent occaſion of her Maieſties ſeruice and the affaires 
ofthe Licalme, at the intimation and requeſts of the Poſts in their ſeuerallcharges; wherein if any default 
(hall be found by cunning,negligence, oꝛother abuſe, in the Coneſtables, Officers,020wners of anp hoꝛſes: 
toltgnific the ſame tothe Loꝛd Lieutenant of the Shire, oꝛ his deputie oꝛ deputies, 02 ikneede be) roany of
